than accidentally tends to the real advantage 
of his Church in general. They build up and 
ſtrengthen what they would deſtroy ; their 
own .defigns. contradict and recoil upon 


| themſelves, and, in the event, defcat their 


own Intentions. The Devil himſfcltf is forced, 
againſt his will, to_ doe God's Work, and to 
promote his Glory, whule he intends nothing 
leſs. The Rage of Man turns to God's Praife, 
and as. for the remainder of wrath. which 
would 'not do ſo,. which cannot. be made 
uſe.ef nor conyerted to this purpoſe, God 1s 
ſure always to. reſtrain 1t, and neyer ſuffers 
1t- to take effe&t by putting its deſigns 1n 
Execution. Howſoever unprofitable or de- 
ftructive:the wicked actions of Men may be 
to themſclves who commur them, and how- 
ſocver imiediarly offenſive to God and con- 


trary to his. Will che-1rregularity and immo- 
rality of the .ſame 1s ; yet when the thing is 


done; God 1s ſure to make ſome good uſe of 
it, and to have his own Will out of the very 
warlt action that Men commit, and would 
not otherwiſe ever permit it to be done. 
It's impoſlible indeed, that we poor, weak, 
finite Creatures ſhould be able, in a Thoufand 
Inſtances of this Nature, to diſcover the

He 
ſees what will be the laſt! end of ſuch or 
ſuch an Adverfary ; what influence the ahte- 
rations he is permitted to work will have, and 
upon what Perfons , and how tar diſtant; 
how many Years, 'of ( fometimcs)} Apes: af 
ter, the benefit will accrue. Of all'thiSh6in, 


anda Thouſand” other: Circumſtances we- are 


wholy ignorant and unable to conſider; So 
that we muſt needs be muebvts ſeek edncern 
ing the particular manner how -God will 
bring Good out of ſuch an Evil; bur ' yet 
that he will do- ſo'in the scneral; WC 'can 
no more queſtion, than! we 'tat' doubt of 


God's Goodnels, Omniſcience and Omnipo- 


rence; that is, whether there be indeed a 
God. It we be farisfied of rhis; we ſhallalfo 
find Reaſon to conclude, That all things (that 
is, all AﬀMictions and Perſecutions, which 
are the effefts of other- Mens - Wrath) ſhall 


work together for good to- them that love God ; 


and that the Wrath of Man ſhall turn tO 
God's

Gods Praiſe, though we were not furmſhed 
with ſo many. Examples of the thing, nor 
were: enabled:.to give. any account at all, 
concerning the manner how this ſhould be 
brought to paſs. 
.. Bur Secondlv, For. our more abundant 
ſatisfaction; 1n:fo comfortable a Truth, I 
ſhall, in 'the 'next place, endeavour more 
particularly to d:monitrate ſome of the cheif 
Ways and ſeveral manners how the outragi- 
ous Actions! and! wicked enterpriſes of 
the Encmics of Religion arc, at laſt, forced 
to turn” to the Divine Praile, and: the real 
benefit of God's faithful People. 3 

: And this may. come to pals, Firſt, As fach 
rugeid dealings with them, tends more ef- 
fectually to antidote them from being tain- 
ted and infected with the Errours and Cor-- 
ruptions.of ſuch Enemies. For, ſhould wick- 
cd Men and falſe Worſhippers, cealing to 
Perſccute: the true ' Profeſſours, allow them 
fair quarter, .and behave themiclves kindly 
and courteoufly towards.them, there would 
then. be far more danger of their being. ſe- 
duced and. enticed to partake. of the ſame 
Abomunations ,: and :to enter upon ſuch a 
familiarity as might prove very — 

an 
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and of: the worſt conſequence. But: now, 

the:many injurics and all. turns which: the 
Enemies of the Truth do uſually.:oftcr ro 
the Godly, That Rage: againſt them, and 
Hatred, which they are ready upon all oc- 
calions to ſhew, 1s :generally in it {clf, a 
very . powerful ſecurity, from . the. former 
danger. And this mav be ( among ' many 
others) one good Reaſon why God 1s pleated 
to pernut thoſe that are born aftcr the teh, 

to malign, and Pcriccute thoſe thar are: born 
after the Sparit,viz.that thercb',th'y might be 
free from the many - Temprati:-ns and '©C- 
caſions of ſeduction, which might actcnd:a 
familiarity with ſuch Men: andoc lis fubjcct 
to take the Infection of their Errours and bad 
Examples ; fo that it no othcr. guod did ac- 
cidentally come. to, us, from:-the::Rage iof 
ſuch Men, this:1s: ccertauily robe looke upon 
as. no: {mall advantage. 

-Bur Secondly, The 'Rage of ſuch Perſons 
is forced to turn. to:God's.

Men in a Prevaling 
Faction : but to rely firmly upon God's good Provi- 
dence, in the Faithful diſcharge of tneir Duty ; we hav- 
ing, from henze, a Senſible Experiment and Example, 
how both able and willing God is to preſerve the Sim- 
ple, and ready, in-his Good time, utterly to confound ; 
all the Machinations of ' Wicked Men againſt them ; ſo 
that there is no Preſervarive like to that of Integrity , 
and he that walketh uprightly, walketh ſurely. To con-- 
clude, it muſt needs much promote God's Glory, as the - 
Conſideration of it will Effetually move, all well dif - 
poſed Perſons among us,to expreſs.their Thankfulneſs ta 
God, for ſo great a Deliverance, by Seriouſly endeavours.
